TIMING BEDDING PLANTS — GROWN FROM SEED 

The time required for plants to reach saleable size 
after sowing the seed depends on heat and light avail- 
able. Seeds started in the greenhouse in March or early 
April will develop more rapidly than seed of the same 
varieties started in January and February when short 
days and cloudy weather prevails. 

The outdoor planting season for most annuals extends 
over 4 to 8 weeks, so it is necessary to make several 
successive plantings. 

The following figures will help, though they will not 
take the place of information gained by your own ex- 
perience. 

The following annuals usually take 4 4 to 5 weeks to 
produce flatted seedlings: 

Calendula - Cosmos - Marigolds - Zinnias. 

The following require 6 to 8 weeks: 

Balsam - Celosia - Cleome - Phlox - Portulaca - Asters 
- Torenia - Unwin’s Dahlias - Verbena - Egg Plant - 
Peppers - Tomatoes. 


The following require 7 to 9 weeks: 
Ageratum - Alyssum - Antirrhinum - Nicotiana - 
Petunia - Salvia - Vinca Rosea.
